Five of the men wore 
generally for a part of lhe dny engaged 
in scientific work under Lieutenant 
Grculy's direction, ami In tliu duties of 
Iho enmp the rest of the mun were um- 
ploywl gencrnlly about one liour'a day, 
and devoted the renmimler of lhe time 
to amusement. All slept in bunks. 
Tin; quarters were huatud by a large coal 
stovu, tho avenigo heal maintained be- 
ing 50° abovo wro. Playing checkers, 
cards and chess and reading wore tliu 
amusements of the evening. Tho life 
was said by Lieutenant Greely to bu i'ai 
from a lonely one, and many ot the nrni 
sjiid they hud never passed two happii 
years than those spent at Port Congur.

The thermometer registered on Juno 


HlJtli, 1882, the highest temperature at 
Lady .Franklin bay which we knew dur- 
ing our stay, it was Fi2 degrees above 
zero. Tlm lowestwus In February, 188.1, 
ami was OB degrees below zero, in Ihls 
j'ehrnary our mercury froze and rumain- 
eil solid for fifteen days, so Intense was 
tliu cold. 'J'he mercury In the Ihi'rmoin 
cler invariably .-use. during storms and 
high winds. The hlghoslliaromeler was 
slightly above 111 inches and ilia lowest 
slightly bulow 2U inches, showing n grunt 
range, 


The gi palest variations were In the 


winlur. 
The electrometer, tin instru-

Tho curliest method oC preparing 


wheat and other grains for food was to 
resist or parch them. In that form they 
were eaten. Tho grinding ot groin into 
Hour, and tho baking oC bread with tlio 
ilonr Urns made, wore advanced stops In 
primitive civilization. 


Tho first mills for making coarse llotu1 


consisted of two stones, tho larger one 
lying on tho ground, and the smaller 
held in the hand or hands. The grain 
was teuton'and nibbed into llour. This 
was followed by a mortar and posllo, tli o 
grain being brayed or pounded. This 
was succeeded by Iho hand-mill, which 
came into almost universal nsi«. and is 
. inploywl to this day in portions of Asia 
ami Africa. This mill consisted uf two 
circular stones,about two fict indium- 
eter. Tho larger stono was llxcd, and 
had n shaft rising from its centre, alionl 
which the upper stono was turned. Tho 
upper stone had an opening through 
which the grain passed to the low or. H 
was turned by means of an upright han- 
dle fixed near the edge. Tho grinding, 
which was very laborious, was done liy 
women, sometimes singly, and some- 
times two together, who were usually 
seated on the bare ground. Tho motion 
given to the upper stone was not always 
rotary. Sometimes both the women «n- 
gagttl in grinding kept hold of tho han- 
dle and pulled and pushed it to and from 
each other as men do with a cross-cut 
s.u\. The grain W!1S ground daily, early 
in the morning, by each family, in <iuan- 
tihcs sufficient for the needs of tlm day. 
So essential were mill atones for dully do- 
nie^tic use that l>y the Jewish law llicy 
\\tiv forbidden to bu given or livkun in 
pledge, in order that a '.rail's family 
might not be deprived of tho means oC 
preparing their food. 


lie.sides these hand-mills, the ancients 


had also a large mill made on a similar 
principle, but the stones were of far 
urealer power. They were turned by 
cattle or asses. 


Unking was done in primitive times by 


the mistre^ of the family, or ono of tho 
daughters. In large households lYnmlo 
servants were employed.

also professional Lakers that sold bread 
to families, as is done in our day. Those 
were always men.

ry no leaven was used. The liedonln 
Arabs of the present d.iy use no leaven. 
The process of baking was nut material- 
ly different frnrn thai now followed. 
The dough was usually divided into 
intin.1 cakes, not nnliku Hal stones in 
shape and appearance, about nine inches 
in diameter, and a finger's breadth in 
th!i-kii"ss. These cakes were sometimes 
pnnctmed and mixed with olivo oil. 
Sometimes they were rolled into wafers 
and coated with oil. 


Karli household usually possessed n 


portable oven, consisting of a stone jar, 
but rarely one made of motal, which wns 
healed by kindling a fire of wood, or 
dried grass, within it. In the earliest 
times bread was baked on a clean part 
of the hearth, or in a metal pan. Whon 
journeying tho cakes of dough were 
spread upon heated stones, or they wore 
thrown into the heated embers of tlio 
tire, or they were roasted by being placed 
between layers of dried dung, which 
burns slowly. The modern Arab oven 
consists cither oC a shallow hole (Ing in 
the ground into which heated stones arc 
placid until the oven is thoroughly heal- 
ed, when the cakes of dough arc put In 
their place. Or a large stone pitcher, 
three feet high, is used, In which a lire 
is kindled and when il is sufficiently 
heated the dough is applied on the out- 
side. As the dough is usually thin the 
Itntt of the pitcher bakes it almost in an 
instant. 


As the bread of tho ancients was in 


the form of thin Hat cakes, il was not 
cut with a knife, hut broken into pieces.
